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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Sliould the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, It MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the specification: 

Page 1, line 6, after "Bruwer", inserts -now U.S. Patent No. 6,650,066--. 

Allowable subject matter 

Claims 47-102 are allowed. Claims 103-144 have been canceled by applicant. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art neither discloses nor suggests the following limitations, in 
combination with remaining elements disclosed in the independent claims 47, 59, 61 , 
62, 63, 64: 

(a) a microchip having at least a first input, the first input transfers infornnation to 
the microchip when a switch connected to the first input has been activated or 
deactivated, and when in use with the power source and said load, the input and the 
switch do not form a serial link in a circuit that conducts energy from the power source 
to activate the light generating load and wherein the switch is a user interface; 

(b) the microchip being configured to control the activation and deactivation of 
the energy flow from the power source to said light generating load in response to at 
least a signal received through the first input; 
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(c) the microchip also configured to control the selection of one of a plurality of 
operating modes, including at least the adjustment in the power supplied to the load, in 
response to a signal received through the first input. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

IDS 

References etemLight, PAL Survival light, Neon Star product have been 
withdrawn from consideration because applicant fails to provide Author, Source, and 
Pertinent pages. Schneiker has been withdrawn from consideration because applicant 
fails to provide the Source. Andres et al. (5,604,407) has been crossed through 
because it is a duplicate reference already cited in IDS. 

Conclusion 

The prior art nnade of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Rodgers (6,158,872) discloses a bag comprising a light controlled by a timing 
circuit so that the light is only turned on for a set period by an OFF to ON transition of a 
motion responsive switch occurring outside the set period but fails to disclose that the 
circuit is not forming a serial link in a transfer circuit between the source and the load 
and the adjusted power level is based on signal received through the first input. 
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Lebens et al. (6,095,661) discloses a flashlight comprising a control circuit for 
maintaining an average predetermined light output level of the LED units as the charge 
on the battery cell varies by changing a pulse width or frequency as the charge on the 
battery cell varies to maintain a given average light output but fails to disclose that the 
circuit is not forming a serial link in a transfer circuit between the source and the load. 

Nelson (6,079,847) discloses a flashlight comprising a programmable time delay 
feature and a switch is activated to the time delay position but fails to disclose that the 
circuit is not forming a serial link in a transfer circuit between the source and the load. 

Foerster (5,969,437) discloses a dual powered flashlight comprising a switch 
connected to a battery in a serial connection for controlling the timer but fails to disclose 
that the circuit is not forming a serial link in a transfer circuit between the source and the 
load. 

Proper motivation is not recited in the prior arts for combining the references to 
disclose the limitations.
